Twin towns celebrate 50 years of friendship 


TWIN towns celebrated 50 years of 
friendship with the presentation of a special 
gift. 

The royal borough and the Berlin borough 
of Reinickendorf marked 50 years of town 
twinning with a ceremony in General 
Gordon Square last Friday (May 27). 

The half century anniversary was marked 
with the handover of 'Buddy Bear/ a gift 
from the Mayor of Reinickendorf, Herr 
Frank Balzer to the royal borough. Cllr 
Peter Brooks, deputy mayor gave a speech 
welcoming the delegation and recalled the 


long history between the two boroughs. 
The 50-year union has seen the two towns 
share their historical, cultural and lifestyle 
similarities and differences with the aim 
of developing a friendship and better 
understanding. 

The fibreglass bear was initially presented 
blank and a design competition was held 
at Eltham Hill Primary School, which has 
connections with Germany. The winning 
design came from Year 7 pupils Roxana 
Ristea and Cindy Tran, and includes famous 
local landmarks such as the Thames Barrier 


and Severndroog Castle. Local artist Michele 
Petit-Jean was commissioned by the council 
to paint the design onto the bear. 

The bear is a symbol of Berlin, and the 
Buddy Bear has come to be the ambassador 
of Berlin and the town often gifts bears to 
other places as a sign of connection and 
friendship. 

Reinickendorf was the first place to be 
twinned with the royal borough, in 1966. 
Since then the borough has also twinned 
with Maribor in Slovenia, and Tema in 
Ghana. 


New future 
for Spray St 
gets the 
green-light 

SIX hundred new homes in the heart 
of Woolwich town centre are part of 
a £200m plan to bring a new lease of 
life to the site of the covered market. 


Developers for the multi-million pound 
Spray Street Quarter were approved by 
the council’s cabinet last week. They 
have been chosen to develop a 4.6 acre 
site which includes the covered market 
and adjoining land transforming it with 
new shops, a cinema, cafes, restaurants 
and new business and office space. At the 
heart of the development will be a new 
public space and 600 homes with just over 
a third available as affordable housing. 

Full plans will be submitted for approval 
after public consultation. 

The scheme is part of the royal borough’s 
plans to regenerate the area as outlined 
in the borough’s masterplan for the 
area, which earmarks potential sites for 
development. 

Council leader Denise Hyland said: 
“Woolwich is undergoing a huge 
transformation and the area around 
Spray Street and the covered market has 
unfortunately declined in recent years. 
With more homes coming to the area 
and the arrival of Crossrail right across 
the road, the new plans will bring huge 
benefits to local residents, providing new 
and modern retail spaces, and the addition 
of a new local cinema will help drive up 
our local night-time economy where all 
our local businesses can benefit. This is

Spotlight on 
youth theatre 



THE success of a popular youth 
theatre company, Greenwich & 
Lewisham Young People’s Theatre,

The £99,550 grant from Arts Council 
England will fund GLYPT’s Progression 
project for another two years.

It has been awarded £11,000 to make a 
short film encouraging secondary school 
children to take their medication for 
asthma, something many are reluctant to 
do in case they appear weak to their peers. 

GLYPT has also won a contract with 
Phoenix Housing to produce a large-scale 
community play in the Bellingham area 
over the next two years. The company has 
also been given three years of funding 
to run the Demelza Children’s Hospice 
programme, working with families. 

Additionally, GLYPT have a new director 
of youth theatre: Television director Sam 
Miller, who worked on dramas such as 
Luther and Cardiac Arrest. 

Mr James said: “We should all feel very 
chuffed about these achievements. I think it 
is fair to say we are an organisation making 
a difference.”

A NEWLY-INSTALLED staircase 
is giving visitors unprecedented 
access to a site of special interest in 
Charlton. 

A brand new set of steps has been 
installed at the former quarry face of 
Gilbert’s Pit - one of London’s most 
important geological Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Work was also carried out to clear 
vegetation and remove scree so that 
visitors can now enjoy impressive 
views of the disused sand, gravel and 
chalk workings. The remaining pit face 
exposes sediments laid down in a coastal 
environment about 58 million years ago - 
one of the finest examples of its kind. 

Gilbert’s Pit has attracted scientific 
study for decades and the improved 
access allows geologists of all ages to see 
the complex layers beneath London. This 
important site will help give construction 
engineers a better understanding when 
building major infrastructure. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 
community, safety & environment said: 

“I am absolutely delighted that this 


wonderful SSSI is now accessible to the 
public. The next stage will be encouraging 
local schools and community groups to 
see Gilbert’s Pit for themselves and learn 
about the very rich history of the site.” 

The project is the culmination of 
partnership working between the royal 
borough, Natural England and the 
London Geodiversity Partnership. It 
was joint-funded by a £10,000 grant from 
Natural England under the Conservation 
and Enhancement Scheme and £1,300 
from the royal borough. The London 
Geodiversity Partnership also provided 
volunteers and technical expertise on the 
ground. 

Since 2002 the site has been designated as 
in ‘unfavourable condition’ due to natural 
erosion caused by people sliding down the 
slope and trees and scrub obscuring the 
exposures. But the work means Gilbert’s 
Pit is now classified by Natural England 
as in ‘favourable condition.’ 

Julie Russ, land management adviser of 
the Thames Valley Area Team said: 

“Gilbert’s Pit is an incredible geological 
site of special interest, opening a door 
into our past. I’m really pleased that 


we’ve been able to open up the site for 
research and study, offering safe access. 
The Conservation and Enhancement 
Scheme is also providing funds for the 
on-going clearance of scrub re-growth to 
ensure that the sediments remain visible, 
so it should remain in good condition for 
some time to come!”
